Applicant's election without traverse of Group I claims 1-6 and 10-15 in the reply filed on 
December 18, 2008 is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 10-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1 and 10, the art on record fails to teach, disclose or fairly suggest 
the combination of the claim limitations: sending a request to the decommissioned RM server 
for the content key (KD) for the content than any license, and receiving (KD) from the 
decommissioned RM server. Claims 2-6 and 11-15 depend from claims 1 and 10 respectively 
and are allowed with the same rationale thereto.
